I live in a downstairs apartment with a small backyard. We have a storage 
shed in the back, which means I may actually have a chance to set up a ham 
station again after being restricted to just my HT and 10m mobile rig for 
the past three years! 


But along with the apartment comes a limitation regarding what kind of 
antenna I can put up. Being a downstairs apartment, it means I have no 
access to the roof. Having the backyard means I can probably set up some 
kind of dipole or small beam, but I can't put it up very high. I also will 
have to operate very low power, in the QRP range, in order to avoid the 
interference problems that will no doubt come about with being in such close 
proximity to other apartments loaded with cheap electronics. ;-)

Because of the new EEC EMC Directive on all electronic equipment, Ten 
Tec have announced that they are no longer supplying equipment to the UK 


or other EEC countries in Europe. 


It is these same regulations that currently threaten to close UK QRP kit 
manufacturers. In the UK (but not in all EEC countries!) they apply to 
kits. 


The cost of obtaining "type approval" to sell equipment and kits may be 
more than some parts of the market can take. 

Most Direct Conversion receivers would fail the very stringent standards 
for emission from the input of a receiver and would probably never 
receive approval. 


It could be a sad time for QRPers in EU.

Fellow Cascade Owners, 


I was inspired this weekend to look at the Cascade noise problem (again) 
after I discovered there were a fair number who shared this problem. My rig 
has a distinctive ‘popcorn' noise that masks the weaker signals. I worked on 
the problem for several weeks back in the Fall trying to clean this up, with 
no success. I traced the noise back to U1, the second receive mixer, and that's 
where I stopped. I just figured it was a noisy ‘602 and I decided to live 
with it. 


In revisiting the schematic, I observed that the audio section has over 80 
dB of gain, a goodly amount. Anything getting to the input of the U8A, the 5532 
op amp, is going to be seriously magnified. So disconnecting the 470 Ohm resistor 
that supplies the +8 volts to U1 did not, unsurprizingly, stop the noise. The op 
amp is a low noise device and I've had good results using it as a balanced, low 
impedance mike preamp, so that wasn't the culprit. I then decided to look at the 
+8 volt line itself, which is directly tied to pin 3, the non-inverting input, of 
U8. Cranking up the ‘scope gain to 2 mV per division revealed the truth. It was 
the 
78L08 regulator! In my case, the supplied part had about 0.5 mV (that 500 uV!) of 
low-frequency step-like noise that was riding on the output. I simultaneously 


viewed 
the output of the 2002 power amp to be sure of the correlation. 


Last night, I came up with the fix. I picked up some 78M08's at a local 
surplus emporium, the °“L' version being unavailable. I carefully unsoldered 
U4 and installed three IC socket pins. I then tried each of the new parts and 
noticed a lack of popcorn noise in all of them. I left quietest regulator in the 
socket. These devices do produce wideband noise and although the Cascade was 
significantly quieter, I still wasn't satisfied. 


Back to pin 3 of the 5532. Since this stage amplifies whatever it sees 
on the non-inverting input by over 20 dB, the noise input had to be minimized. 
I decided to install a low pass filter on this input. Here's how to do it: 


On the solder side of the board, cut the +8v line to pin 3 and scrape off the 
solder mask on the 8V trace where it makes a right angle bend to the right of the 
chip. Install a 4.7 K resistor between pin 3 and the +8V line. Next, tack ina 
Q@.1 uF mono ceramic cap between pins 3 & 4 of U8 to complete the mod. This filter 
works well at eliminating the high frequency hiss from the audio. 


The result is that I can finally make out what the weak stations are 
saying! The noise floor is pretty darned close to the atmospheric noise 
level. Although I haven't yet tried this, I suspect that beefing up the bypass 
Capacitance at U1 might also help. 


I hope y'all youze guyz find this helpful!

Hi folks- 


I have a clue to the HW9 problem. The HW9 has a built in circuit that 
enables a volt-meter to work like an RF probe. A number of people suggested 
that I probe along key parts of the circuit, and see if I could find a point 
in the circuit where RF power output starts out high, and falls off rapidly 
during warm up. 


Sure enough, at Test Point #4 (BFO Output), power falls off rapidly after 
start-up, from 130 mV to 52 mV over about two minutes. The fall off is 
fairly proportional to my loss of power in the final PA, and within about the 


same time period! Hmmmmm. May be progress. 


Question 1: Would this condition of reduced output of the BFO be a likely 
candidate to reduce final power output in this way? Would it also diminish 
output in the receiver? 


Question 2: Within the BFO, what are the likely culprits for this transient 
behavior? My guess is a bad transistor, but am interested in your ideas.

All the support 
components for the ICs have been checked and re checked. Both rigs are 
displaying the same response. 


WIJ5F has been building for well over 15 years, but even he is getting 
very frustrated. Have any of you out there built this rig? Was there a 
correction published later for some mistake in the design. Any help would 
be much appreciated at this time. Please e-mail me direct and I will print 
off your response to give them as they don't have e-mail access.

After reading KIJ5VW/0's note, I have a comment. 


When circuit boards, aluminum tubing for antennas 
etc., and other non-steel items are being cleaned 
prior to assembly and/or soldering, do not use 
steel wool, Brillo, or the like. If you do, you 
will probably instigate corrosion. If you don't 
intend on using the item for very long, there is 
no problem. However, how many of us build or 
assemble something for short term use? 


Cleaning is best done with something that is 
galvanically similar or more likely to corrode 
(like the zinc "coin" place on boat propellers to 
act as the sacrificial metal). 


It is best to clean with something like 
Scotchbrite and/or Softscrub cleanser (with a soft 
cloth). Rinse the item with water or solvent 
afterwards. If water is used, dry with a clean 
cloth, paper towels, etc.

Have now competed my HW-9, and have one problem remaining. First the good 
news. The rig has been completed. All major subsystems (HFO, VFO, BFO, 
receiver, xmtr) came right up. The receiver sounds great and has excellent 
audio output. The transmitter also came right up, and is putting out several 
watts on all eight bands. The rig looks great. 


Now the problem: When the radio is first powered up, it transmits with 
output power of 7-8 watts. Then, over a two minute period of time, power 
output falls off to 2-3 watts, where it remains. If I turn the rig off for 
several minutes, again power comes back up to full power, and begins 
immediately to fall off. Problem is consistent across all bands. 


I've never seen a problem like this. Has anyone seen this problem before in 
the HW-9 or in any QRP rig? What are your instincts? Does the problem seem 
related to: 


a) Capacitor, RC time constant problem? 
b) Thermal problem. Part heats up and flakes out? 
c) Wiring? 


d) Bad component? 
e) Does it sound like a problem in the final amplifier circuit, or could it 
be an earlier drive problem?

Anyway, the thing that I would add is that in addition to shielding, 
attention to signal propagation via the power distribution scheme can 
also be problematic when the power system has not been designed for 
that amount of signal gain. One of the inherent advantages of 
superhet receivers is that not all gain is obtained in the same 
passband, and so there is minimum interraction between stages. The 
microphonics in early direct conversion recievers was in part due to 
too much gain all at the audio passband. More modern designs are so 
integrated, that there is inherently less opportunity for board ground 
loops, etc.

I agree with the majority who favor the low loop. At Field Day th elast 
several years, I've run QRP cw on 80 meters. I've tired low dipoles, a low 
G5SRV (ok it's really a dipole) and a full wave 80 meter loop. The loop has run 
rings around the dipoles (no pun intended). I can run 20 to 30 contacts per 
hour for several hours without difficulty. 


Another possibility for NVIS is one you've probably considered and rejected - 
the small vertical loop. It has excellent high-angle properties and the 
advantage of maintaining vertical polarization. The latter may be useful 
since you apparently use mobiles in your activities. The downsides are narrow 
bandwdith requiring re-tuning to QSY and the need to exercise great care in 
construction to minimize loss. You may recall that the US military did some 
work on these antennas just for NVIS use in Southeast Asia. 


As for the resistor-terminated B&W dipole, it is indeed a compromise antenna. 
You pay for the wideband low VSWR with added loss. John Belrose, VE2__ (I 


forget his call) wrote up a piece on the loss of this configuration in 
Technical Topics in QST soemtime within the last few uears.

There was an excellent NVIS article that appeared in QST last year. In one 
of the author's graphs, he shows that the ideal height above ground for NVIS 
propagation is 0.2 wl, not 0.25 Wl. This assumes that you know where RF 
ground really is depending on soil/ground conditions. The difference is 
rather small, but for once, the height is in our favor for those of us who 
can't quite make a quarter-wavelength.

As the earlier post indicated. I also like close fitting headphones as opposed 
to the foam rubber ear pieces. Part of this is because of my own hearing 


related problems, one of which makes it very hard for me to comprehend well 
with any kind of background noise. I have two pair of headphones that are at 
least 25 years old. Both are the same, with soft plastic ear cups that seal 
quite well around the ears. I doubt if these headphones cost more than $4 or 
$5 at the time, but as far as I know, nobody makes anything similar to them at 
a reasonable cost. The first pair I bought from either Allied Radio or 
Lafayette. The second I bought at our local sidewalk sale ten years or so ago. 


"Commercial" grade earphones or earphone/microphone combinations are also made 
by Telex. They are much more reasonable than the pilot's headphones mentioned 
in the earlier post, but are still not "cheap." I think Heil makes something 
similar to the Telex ‘phones too. 

I can't stress the need for comfort too much. If your ears or the side of your 
head are sore after an hour wearing the cans, imagine what they'll feel like 
after a four hour field day shift. The best thing to do is try several that 
your friends are using till you find just what you like.

If you have the room and want the best NVIS antenna for the buck, build a 
160m loop and feed it with ladder line...I do not have the room for a 160m 
loop, but, do have for a 75m one... it's about 15' above ground and not 
really square (it snakes thru trees), but, close in reports (<15@mi) are 
generally better than an inverted v at about 30'..plus, the loop is quieter 
on receive and seems to experience a bit less fading. 


This is my 3rd loop, the first was a sloping diamond loop straight out of the 
ARRL's "Antenna Compendium" in, if I remember correctly, Vol.1...using the 
loop versus an inverted with the apex at the same level as the upper corner 
of the loop gave me signal strengths on 40m to a buddy of mine approx 90mi 
away the same at 10Qw as using the inverted v with 1Kw...this was about 

4 years ago and the loop was also a great continental US antenna...plus, it 
worked on 20 and 15 quite well. 


I still have a horizontal 10m delta loop above the roof of my house that I use 
for RS-10 and 12 and it is also a good performing antenna....
